OUR “REALPOLITIK.” 

Commenting on the Kaiser's visit to Eng- 
land the “Tribane” says :— 

Were it only for its personal interest the 
visit is an event which must attract public 
attention in a very exceptional measure, and 
must excite a new volume of speculation as to 
the parts which the German and British Sover 
a have played, and will still play, in the 
life of their communities and the w at 
large. They are clearly marked and, in some 
ways, highly contrasted individualities, and 
yet the popularity of each among his own 


more brilliant gifta, and standing amidst a 
commanity the agrarian and industrial 
extremes of which are even further removed 
than they are with us, it is not surprising 
that he shonld sometimes appear as an 
almost medieval figure, and at other 
times as aggressively modern in ambition 
and sentiment. He never speaks of acts or 
moves aboot under the public eye, however, 
withoat illustrating the ludicrous falsity of 
that pictare which certain British Teutophobes 
have lately placed before us, in which Germany 
is represented as the Moloch of the modern 
world, aunasimous and compact body, aft- 
terialistic to the core, and harbouring ideals 


only of universal conquest. In the versatile

man Empire. This is nd man of Blood and Iron, 
of the Bismarckian cast ; and if there is much 
in him of Prussian conservatism, and of that 
faith in force which is the evil frait of the war of 
Unity, there is also much of unquestionably 
sincere moral sentiment and idealism. There is 
no question—and this a matter of the im 
portance of which recent events remind us— 
of the integrity of his personal and family lite ; 
and there is equally no question of his devotion 
to the welfare of his people as he conceives it. 
The two peoples have lost mech in the recent 
past by something like an estrangement of the 
two Courts. If the meeting of the King and 
Kaiser meant nothing more than an end to 
this period of coldness, it would mean much. 
Of course, it means a great deal more— 
how mach will depend upon the Kaiser's 
appreciation of his own powers and the 
possibilities ot the futare, bat a great deal in 
any case. [t is to be hoped that it may com. 
plete that movement of friendship which, 
commenced simultaneously in Germany and 
England two years ago by the Anglo-German 
Conciliation Committee, aed carried forward 
by the visits of British editors to Germany and 
German editors to this country, received offi- 
cial sanction in the messages of leading states- 
men on either side, and in the meeting of the 
two Sovereigns at Wilhelmshohe on Aug. 14th 
last. This ie in iteelf @ great result for the 
friends of international peace to have won in 
so short a time. The suppressed feod between 
the two Empires has produced absolutely no 
good result ; it has, om the other hand, 
added enormously to the bardens which each 
people has to bear, and has kept alive a spirit 
of distrust and alarm which has injared them 
both. Henceforward it should bean axiom on 
bith sides that, whatever small cliques of 
mischiefmakers may say, the responsible states- 
men of both countries intend not only to main- 
tain, but to develop, the friendly understand- 
ing that now happily obtains. We may go 
farther, and express the hope that this visit 
implies, on the part of the Kaiser and his 
Government, s recognition of that part of 
British foreign policy which, often misre 
presented in an aggressive sense at home, 
has still more often been misanderstood as 
minatory in Germany. It has been so long 
the custom to regard, and it still suits the 
purposes of so many reactionaries to represent, 
a peace policy as alternately sentimental and 
mischief-making that these misanderstandings 
do not greatly sarprise as The fiery birth of 
the German Empire is still s dominact me 
mory. But events move fast nowadays; sod 
the German no more than any other progres 
sive people can afford to lag behind in the 
development which is as characteristic and 
important as the application of a new motive 


* | power in manufacture, or the periodical revision 


of scientific text -books. There is a “realpolitik” 
of peace, as well as of war, of Democracy as 
well as of Empire. The idea of a League of 
Peace, which the Prime Minister has explain- 
od, and of which King Edward has been the 
most efficient diplomatic agent, is neither the 
sentimental vision which English Tories bave 
sometimes represented it to be, nor the anti- 
German conspitacy which Herr Bassermaim 
and his feilow-Bismarckians imagine. It is 4 
perfectly honest business programme. It is 5 
patural statement of British interests, the in- 
terests ota country largely dependent on overses 
trade, aud therefore desirous of nothing s0 
much as permanent peace and a cheaper 
security than is given by ever-increasing arma- 
ments. But these interests are also the interests 
of every modern industrial State. We have 
not forced France and Spain, Rassia and Japsc, 
into the compacts we have made with them. 
Those compacts exist atid can continue only 
by virtue of mutual material advantage. Is 
Germany, then, some prodigious exception 'n 
the field of economic law? Can she afford to 
continue to go about in ber workshops and 
laboratories clad .in feudal armour, while 
competing States, not lacking in power and 
determination, are bargain ing together for the 
mutual insurance of their capital and labour ! 
We do not believe it. And it is because the 
Kaiser has given abundant proot of mental 
vigour and imagination, that we cannot soppose 
him wishful to stand aside when a change %0 
immense and beneficent is in qaestion.

chat yesterday with Mr. Bredall, the secretary 
to Messrs. Thomas Cook and Son (Limited). “I 
expect,” said that gentleman, “that the present 
season will be the busiest on record. The 
traffic between England and Egypt has grown 
enormously in recent years, and is still growing. 
This is largely owing, of course, to the fact 
that Egypt is under British rule, because 
under that rule the country has made surprise 
ing progress in civilization. An official report 
just published shows this most 

In it is given acomparison of revenee, 

etc., as it was in 1884 when Lord Cromer ac- 
cepted office,and as itis at the present moment. 
Here are some of the salient figares :—

“You will see that the revenue has not only 
been nearly doubled, but that a deficit has been 
turned into a large surplus, and that the im- 
ports have more than trebled while exports 
have more than doubled. But the most strik- 
ing figures are those of the Post Ofbee. These 
are largely accounted for, of course, by the 
increased volume of trade, but anyone who 
knows the country knows that the spread of 
education has had mach to do with it.” 

REMARKABLE DEVELOPMENTS. 

It ig thirty seven-years since Messrs. Cook 
began their Nile River service. It had modest 
beginnings, a few old-fashioned wooden boats 
hired from the Governor being employed in it. 
Now they have eight tourist boats, four express 
boata, six steam dahabeahs, thirteen sailing 
dahabeahs, and six laanches, all fitted up in 
the most luxurious manner. The latest addition 
to their fleet is the “Egypt,” with bath-rooms 
on every deck, and large observation windows. 

In fact in these days a journey to Assuan or 
even to Kbhartum is as easy and comfortable as 
a trip, say, to Nice or Mentone. The service 
from England has been greatly accelerated. At 
present one goes from London to Cairo in 
about five days, but with the beginning of 
December this will be reduced to four days. 
With the growth of the tourist traffic Cairo 
has become a place of greatly increased im- 
portance. Formerly English visitors had no 
choice but to go to Shepheard’s Hotel. Now- 
adays palatial hotels have sprung up on all 
hands. It is a well-known fact that large sums 
of money have been made there by speculators 
in land who have sold at immense profits 
withim a year or two 

As regards the tourist traffic to the Riviera, 
here also there has been an immense increase, 
which still continues. “People are constantly 
finding oat new places,” said Mr. Bredall. 
“The result is that we are asked daily for 
tickets to little towns which not long ago 
hardly anyone had ever heard of. For a rising 
place, however, one thing is indispensable — it 
must have good hotel accommodation. A large 
and well appointed hotel is often the making of 
a pleasure or health resort. The traffic to 
Algeria does not show any marked tendency 
to increase. I speak, of course, of English 
tourists. That country, it is well known, is 
largely patronized by French pleasure seekers.”
